AMMUNITION.  The  FT  1984  request  provides  for  worldwide  training  consumption,  improvements  in  near  tern 
readiness  and  combat  sustainability,  and  the  acquisition  of  war  reserve  stocks  for  use  during  wartime.  Family 
of  munitions  included  in  the  request  are  artillery,  mortar,  tank,  small  arm  amunition,  rockets,  fuses, 
demolitions,  grenades,  pyrotechnic  signals,  and  other  ammunition  item.  The  major  portion  of  the  funds 
being  requested  are  identified  to  newly  developed  tank  rounds,  artillery  munitions,  and  small  arm 
ammunition. 


JUSTIFICATION  OF  FUNDS  REQUESTED 

The  fiscal  year  1984  program  provides  for  worldwide  training  consumption  and  losses  to  inventory 
through  the  FT  1984  funded  delivery  period;  increases  US  Army  readiness  in  support  of  the  FT  1987  authorised 
acquisition  objective  and  maintains  an  active  ammunition  production  base  in  FT  1984  for  modernisation  and 
training  type  munitions.  The  FT  1984  program  includes  over  50  different  types  of  ammunition  including 
$225.7  million  for  tank  amnunition,  $95.8  million  for  fusaa,  $830.2  million  for  artillerry  ammunition, 

$117.9  million  for  propelling  charges,  $407.6  million  for  small  arm,  $124.9  million  for  mortar  ammunition, 
$112.0  million  for  nuclear  materiel  and  $142.8  million  for  other  amnunition,  spares  and  components  for 
tests,  renovation  and  prove-out.

AMMUNITION.  The  FY  1985  program  continues  to  provide  for  worldwide  training  consumption,  improvements 
in  near  term  readiness  and  in  combat  sustainability,  and  the  acquisition  of  war  reserve  stocks  for  use 
during  wartime. 


JUSTIFICATION  OF  FUNDS  REQUESTED 

The  fiscal  year  1985  program  provides  for  worldwide  training  consumption  and  losses  to  inventory 
through  the  FY  1985  funded  delivery  period;  increases  US  Army  readiness  in  support  of  the  FY  1987  authorised 
,  acquisition  objective  and  maintains  an  active  ammunition  production  base  in  FY  1985  for  modernisation  and 

training  type  munitions.  The  FY  1985  program  includes  over  50  different  types  of  ammunition  with  the 
following  category  breakout:  $417.9  million  for  tank  ammunition,  $128.5  million  for  fuses,  $900.6  million 
for  artillery  ammunition,  $181.8  million  for  propelling  charges,  $469.4  million  for  small  arms  ammunition, 
$182.6  million  for  mortar  ammunition;  $81.1  million  for  nuclear  projectile  and  materiel;  $141.3  million  for 
rockets  and  $337.4  million  for  other  ammunition,  spares  and  components  for  tests,  renovation  and  proveout. 

Of  the  $2,840.6  million  total  for  aasaunition  hardware,  $1,628.8  million  is  allocated  to  tank  gun  and 
artillery  munitions  and  their  related  fuses  and  propelling  charges.

AMMUNITION  PRODUCTION  BASK  SUPPORT.  The  FY  1984  program  provides  for  the  support  of  plants  in  active 
production  and  the  modernisation  and  expansion  of  production  capability  for  amaunition,  layaway  of 
industrial  plants  and  equipment,  and  the  manufacturing  technology  to  facilitate  and  improve  the  production 
of  ammunition. 

JUSTIFICATION  OF  FUNDS  REQUESTED

The  major  effort  for  the  amaunition  provision  of  industrial  facilities  program  in  FY  1984  is  the 
modernisation  and  expansion  program.  The  FY  1984  modernisation  and  expansion  program  of  $205.1  million 
(including  construction)  is  the  sixteenth  year  of  a  long  range,  multi-billion  dollar  capital  investment 
program  which  seeks  to  modernise  existing  World  War  II  facilities  which  are  deteriorated,  obsolete,  and 
inefficient,  and  to  expand  the  base,  where  required  »  to  provide  the  production  capability  to  produce  new, 
modernised  aaaunition  items.  The  principal  thrust  of  the  program  in  FY  1984  is  the  establishment  of 
production  base  capability  to  produce  new  and  more  effective  modernised  ammunition  items.  New  production 
capability  is  established  or  expanded  for  Combined  Kffect  Munitions  (CEM);  members  of  the  Family  of 
Scatterable  Mines  (FASCAM);  105/ 120ms  tank  ammunition,  155mm  artillery  amaunition,  25mm  GAU-12  ammunition, 
and  BICeYE  chemical  bomb  munitions. 

In  the  FY  1984  program,  a  total  of  $14.0  million  is  requested  for  facilities  to  produce  metal  parts  for  the 
combined  effects  munitions.  Also  in  the  area  of  new  initiatives  are  three  projects  totalling  $90.3  million 
to  provide  facilities  for  chemical  binary  munitions.  Two  facilities  are  included  in  support  of  the  Navy 
BICEYE  bomb  for  fill,  load,  assemble  and  pack  at  Fine  Bluff  Arsenal  and  a  commercial  facility  for  the 
manufacture  of  QL  (chemical  component  in  binary  munition).  A  third  facility  for  manufacture  of  the  chemical 
Dichloro  at  a  commercial  facility  is  in  support  of  the  155mm  binary  chemical  projectile.  In  addition, 
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a  $12.1  million  project  at  a  commercial  facility  expanda  the  25mm  GAU-12  capability  requirement  to  support 
Navy  programs.  A  105/120ma  tank  ammunition  project  in  the  amount  of  $14.3  million  provides  facilities  for 
the  manufacture  of  kinetic  energy  metal  parts  and  their  assembly.  The  family  of  scatterable  mines  (FAS CAM) 
project  in  the  amount  of  $11.9  million  provides  for  expanded  capability  to  load,  assemble  and  pack  the 
GATOR  and  modular  pack  mine  system  (MOPMS )  mines. 

Other  major  efforts  ares  an  $8.7  million  project  at  Sunflower  Army  Ammunition  Plant  (AAP)  to  prove  out  the 
nitroguanidine  main  plant,  an  $8.9  million  project  to  provide  equipment  to  produce  a  threaded  base  for  the 
M509A1  projectile  at  commercial  facilities,  $1.8  million  for  equipment  modernization  of  nitric  acid  support 
facilities  at  Holston  AAP  for  explosives  production,  $3.2  million  for  equipment  to  manufacture  stick 
propellant  for  artillery  aamunition  at  Radford  AAP,  $1.6  million  for  automated  assembly  equipment  for 
60/81mm  increment  containers  at  a  commercial  facility  sad  a  $31.1  million  design  effort  for  out  year 
projects . 

Also  included  in  the  PY  1984  request  are  funds  for  the  necessary  production  support  and  equipment 
replacement  for  plants  in  active  production  in  the  amount  of  $30.4  million.  It  is  expected  that  thirteen 
aamunition  plants  will  require  production  support  and  equipment  replacement  funds  in  PY  1984. 

Past  payback  capital  tools  and  equipment  purchased  under  the  Productivity  Capital  Investment  Programs 
resulted  in  avoidance  savings  of  $400,000,  which  demonstrate  the  savings  due  to  this  economies,  efficiencies 
and  management  improvement  action. 

A  detailed  breakout  of  the  projects  with  construction  begins  on  page  4-26  .  Included  in  this  year's 
ammunition  procurement  request  is  $10.2  million  for  construction  which  will  require  authorisation  in  the  PY 
1984  Military  Construction  Authorization  Bill. 

The  major  effort  for  the  ammunition  provision  of  industrial  facilities  program  in  PY  1985  is  the 
modernization  and  expansion  program.  The  PY  1985  awdernieation  and  expansion  program  of  $457.7  million 
(including  construction)  is  the  seventeenth  year  of  a  long  range,  multi-billion  dollar  capital  investment 
program  which  seeks  to  smdernise  existing  World  War  II  facilities  which  are  deteriorated,  obsolete,  and 
inefficient,  and  to  expand  the  base,  where  required,  to  provide  the  production  capability  to  produce  new 
modernised  ammunition  items.  The  principal  thrust  of  the  program  in  PY  1985  is  the  establishment  of 
production  base  capability  to  produce  the  new  and  more  effective  modernised  ammunition  items.  Production 
capability  is  being  established  or  expanded  for  105/ 120mm  tank  aamunition  in  the  amount  of  $132.7  million, 
81mm  XM819  red  phosphorous  mortar  ammunition  in  the  amount  of  $1.9  million,  5.56mm  squad  assault  weapon 
system  (SAWS)  ammunition  in  the  amount  of  $10.4  million,  RDX/HMX  facility  design  in  the  amount  of  $12.8 
million  and  16  inch  ammunition  for  Navy  in  the  amount  of  $15.7  million.  These  projects  are  needed  to  permit 
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the  introduction  of  these  modernized  ammunition  items  into  the  inventory  with  the  resultant  increase  in  the 
readiness  and  effectiveness  of  our  combat  forces.  A  detailed  breakout  of  individual  projects  is  provided  in 
Section  4. 


Other  major  efforts  are  $39.3  million  to  modernize  nitroglycerin  Area  2  damaged  by  explosions  at  Radford 
Army  Aamuinition  Plant  (AAP),  $7.5  million  for  Xray  inspection  equipment  at  Iowa  AAP  for  the  155mn  rocket 
assisted  projectile  and  $38.3  million  for  design  effort  for  out  year  projects. 

Also  included  in  the  PY  1985  request  are  funds  for  the  necessary  production  support  and  equipment 
replacement  for  plants  in  active  production  in  the  amount  of  $34.1  million. 

It  is  estimated  that  approximately  $66.9  million  of  construction  will  require  authorisation  in  the  PY  1985 
Military  Construction  Authorization  Bill.

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EXPLANATION  OF  CHANGES  IN  FINANCING 


The  total  fiscal  year  1982  program  has  increased  by  $45,411  thousand  since  the  FT  1983  budget  request  was 
presented  to  the  Congress.  This  increase  is  due  to  Che  following: 


Anticipated  Reimbursements:  The  $20,811  thousand  increase  reflects  actual  sales  of  munitions  to  foreign 
countries  and  other  non-  U.S.  Army  customers .  The  anticipated  reimbursements  include  $115  thousand,  which 
was  generated  by  non-FKS  aales  of  items  from  stock  which  do  not  require  replacement  and  is  available  to 
finance  direct  Army  programs. 

Unobligated  balance  transferred  from/ to  other  accounts:  The  transactions  shown  in  the  PY  1983  budget  are 
reversed  due  to  congressional  denial  of  a  reprograming  transfer  of  funds  to  other  accounts. 

Unobligated  balance  available  to  finance  subsequent  year  budget  plans:  The  $10,000  thousand  increase 
represents  funds  which  were  transferred  to  ROTS,  Army  (leprograming  Action  No.  FT  82-51  PA)  during  FY  1983 
which  are  no  longer  available  to  the  Procurement  Ammunition,  Army. 

Budget  Authority :  The  increase  of  $34,600  is  the  net  result  of  changes  described  above.  The  total  shown, 
as  well  as  the  adjusted  appropriation  figure,  include  $10,000  which  is  no  longer  available.
